U.S. WARNED OF EUROPEAN DANGERS

YORK—.(Special)—These ara the two big things 


that must be done to insure a conlnuation of prosperity in 
America, says Bernard "M.-Barucb, financier, economist, 
and former chairman of the War Industries Board: 


'The farmer must'organize commercially to market his 


goods cooperatively on a'bjg bn&inegs scale-In order that 
he will have a fairer relationship established between what 
be produces and sells and what he buys. 


"Industry, labor, and "business are 
organized to belp 


themselves. The farmer remains outside. For bJe own 
salvation he mast organize commercially or he'll get no- 
where. He buys from organized industry, and be sells as 
a weak individual.*' The credit and other legal machinery 
bas been provided for bis cooperative marketing, but he 
bas not yet been able to rise above internal quarrels be- 
tween-rival agricultural organizations to safeguard his 
own pocketbook, 


"Above all tbe reparations question must be settled In 


an equitable way; first, eo that thers shall be no situation 
like Alsace-Lorraine, which will eurely 
end In anotber 


war; second, eo that Germany shall not be forced to un- 
dertake an impossible payment; third, so that our farmers, 
workers, and business men will not be injured 
by Ger- 


many's escape from » just settlement." 


Baruch thus amplified his statement that a real danger 


now lying ahead is In German domination of world trade In 
case war reparations are fixed at too low a figure. 
It 


would be more dangerous to America, ho declares, than If 
lUwere fixed at too high a rate. 


"Our own prosperity is not the whole thing," he said. 


"It is a question of honor, with uhich business is inex- 
tricably bound. 
\Ve arc in honor bound to see justice <o 


Germany as well as to France." 


Baruch believes that America must have a share in fix- 


ing reparations because it is a moral obligation under- 
taken at tbe tima the armistice was signed. 


"It would be rather a grim joke on us," he said, "If we 


will not recognize this obligation even from a selfish point 
of view. We ougbt not. allow Germany to escape on the 
ground that sne is too poor. U we do, we •will find that 
it 1» ourselves who aro poor—made poor by hard times— 
and Germany a commercial power ruling the world. 
Then 


Germany certainly will have won the peace. Nor should 
•wo, permit 
Germany to be destroyed by over-burdening 


ber or stripping her of her territory. 


"Suppose American railroads and Industries, manufac- 


tures, cities, states, and the United States government 
Itself could get rid tomorrow of ail fixed cha:ges, mort- 
gages, bonds and interest! Cost of production of every- 
thing would decrease tremendously; prices would go down. 
That Is exactly what will happen In Germany with too low 


reparalionfe—witb all tS»ed obligations.practically repudi- 
ated by inflation, with nothing to pay externaly of inter- 
nally except their own Industrial taxeo. 


"Our counrty baa in our federal budget alone annual 


fixed charges of f4,000,000,000, of which about JS.500,- 
OUO.OOO grew out of tbe war. How could we, or any other 
countiy, stand up against Germany'* low cost of produc- 
tion when sao emerge* on a new gold basis that she Is 
bound to set for berself If the reparation Is not fairly de- 
termined?" 


This danger'threatening American prosperity will prob- 


ably be avoided Barucb believes, if reparations are set at 
$12,500,000,000, which figure, not Including tbe 13,500,- 
000,000 already paid, he was the first person among world 
statesmen and financier* to declare 1o be a Just amount. 


He too, accentuate* tba necessity of freedom of action by 


Germany, the restoration of her territory when tho amount 
has finally been determined upon, and recognition of ber 
equality amongst nations wben «b« «bows ber good faith. 


When asked about tbe political farm bloc, Baruch smiled 


and said: 


"H 1« no different from any other interest, but It to *o 


unique for farmers to, demand and get equality of treat- 
ment that ft amazed everybody, who • immediately 
read

whom Bismarck felt would besmirch 
his family noine.

marry her.

Bureau Chief Explains Previsions 


of Recent Legislation 


BENEFITS LARGELY EXTENDED 


Many Receive Aid—Burial Ex- 


penses Also Included 


WASHINGTON— (United Press) 


—Veterans of the world war, a 1 
to a limited extent those of other 
wars, are entitled to many new ben- 
efits under legislation passed at the 
end of the last session of congress, 
and clarifi I today by the Veterans' 
bureau. 


Soldier relief is liberalized by the 


new act, which amended and 
lied the existing war insurance act, 
the bureau stated. Many of the netv 
provisions were sponsored by veter- 
ans' organizations. 


Uines, director of the Veterans' 


bureau, said: 
"One of tfie most important pro- 


visions of the new act is an amend- 
ment providing In effect: 


"1. That every officer and enlisted 
man or any person in the active ser- 
vice under the war and navy depart- 
ments, who was discharged or who 
resigned prior to the establishment 
of the Veterans' bureau on August 
9. 1921, and every «uch person in 
the active service on or before No- 
•v ember 11, 1918, who, on or after 
August 9, 1921, was discharged or 
resigned shall be conclusively held 
to have been in sound 
,oaditlon 


•wheu entering tie service, eicept as 
to such disabilities as were noted of 
record when or jsrior to ths tims lie 
entered the service. 
"2. That an ex-service man who is 


shown to have a mental disease or 
an active tubercular diseas-j of 10 
per cent or mor", and such showing 
was made upon examination by a 
medical officer ot the Veterans' bu- 
reau or other 
qualified 
ph;sician, 


•within three years after separating 
from service, shall be considered to 
Jiave acquired his disability in suck 
service or to have Buffered an aggra- 
vation of pre-existent tubercul r and 
mental disability. Iri addition to ex- 
tending this period from two years 
to three years in mental and tuber- 
cular eases, this provision eliminates 
the qualification that the tubercular 
condition must be pulmonary to en- 
title one to the benefits of the pre- 
sumption. 
"There is also an amendment 


which extends the time in r which, a 
certificate of disability may be ob- 
tained by providing that such certifi- 
cate may be obtained prior to March 
4, 1924, and in another amendment 
It is pspvided that such certificate, 
except in case ot fraud, shall be in- 
contestable evidence that the injury 
for wnich It is issued was suffered 
in or aggravated by the military ger- 


ice."Another provision of the new act 


tvtLich is also applicable to veterans 
other than the World War veterans 
lirovides that where a veteran ot any 
•vs ar dies after his discharge or resig- 
nation fjom the service and does not 
leave sufficient assets to meet the 
expense of burial and transportation 
of hla body the United States Veter- 
ans' bureau will pay for a flag to 
Urape the casket and also for burial 
expense will pay a sum not exceed- 
ing $100. 
"There Is another provision which 


is also of great interest to the Span- 
ish War veterans as well as veterans 
of the Philippine insurrection and 
Boxer rebellion. This provision ex- 
tends all hospital facilities under the 
< ontrol and Jurisdiction of the United 
States Veterans' bureau so that they 
are available for these veterans suf- 
fering from neuro-psychiatric or tu- 
bercular ailments or diseases includ-
